Medal for Gallantry to Commandant (Junior Grade) Maddali Venkata Naga Abhishek Rao(0647-S). 

CITATION 

Commandant (Junior Grade) Maddali Venkata Naga Abhishek Rao (0647-S) joined Indian Coast Guard(ICG) on 
27 June 2005. 

2. Commandant (JG) MVN Abhishek Rao (0647-S), a qualified Chetak helicopter pilot, is presently appointed as 
Flight Commander, Kochi Chetak Flight with 1200 hrs of accident free flying to his credit. The officer has exhibited 
extraordinary professionalism, selfless leadership and courage during the recent Kerala Flood Relief Operations. 

3. The officer was deeply engaged in the Kerala flood relief operation code name ‘Operation Rahat' which was 
conducted from 16-22 August 2018. During the operation he flew a total of 18:40 hours under excruciating weather and 
terrain. As Captain of the aircraft, he saved 20 stranded people from marooned areas, inaccessible to the ground teams. Each 
rescue mission was fraught with danger as they were undertaken in marginal weather from areas heavily infested with tall 
Palm trees, high rise buildings, high tension wires and mobile towers. Sustained flying in such conditions required 
selflessness, courage and absolute devotion to duty besides high caliber flying skills. The officer disregarded personal safety 
to rescue desperate people who were marooned and on the verge of giving up all hopes of survival. 

4. He also successfully carried out aerial supply of relief materials to various rescue shelters and dropped food over 
rooftops of the houses where people were stranded. The immense contribution by the officer displaying an indomitable spirit 
with tireless and skillful efforts in the relief operations is highly praiseworthy. 

5. Commandant (Junior Grade) Maddali Venkata Naga Abhishek Rao (0647-S) has accredited himself well and 
therefore he is awarded the Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry). 

6. The Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry) award is made under Rule 11 (i) of the rules governing grant of Tatrakshak 
Medal and consequently carry with them the special allowance admissible under Rule 13 in respect of Coast Guard personnel 
who have received the Tatrkshak Medal (Gallantry) award.

Medal for Gallantry to Pinku Rana, Adhikari(Radio), 04783-W. 

CITATION 

Pinku Rana, Adhikari (Radio), 04783-W joined Indian Coast Guard on 29 July 2002. 

2. Pinku Rana was the Subordinate Officer (SO)-in-Charge of CG Rescue Team-17 during the Kerala floods and 
undertook rescue/relief from 16-20 August 2018. 

3. On 16 August 2018 at about 1500 hrs while moving to Kadungallur to undertake rescue operation, the Gemini 
boat Out Board Motor became defective. Due to the heavy current, manoeuvring the boat using oars was impossible. Sensing 
the grave situation, Pinku Rana fearlessly jumped into 15 feet deep fiercely gushing water and tied boat rope to partially 
submerged structures. Thereafter, he pulled the gemini to the location of 36 stranded old women and children while himself 
valiantly swam in water for 1.5 kms. Repeating the method, he courageously brought all of the stranded people to safety in 
multiple trips, throughout himself being in the dangerously flowing water. 

4. On 17 August 2018, his gutsy initiative and perseverance resulted in rescue of 56 stranded persons from 
Moothakunnam. Again on 18 August 2018 at about 1430 hrs, he got information about several people being stranded at 
Muziris auditorium, Paroor. Pinku Rana tirelessly made numerous trips and saved 84 stranded people. Post completion, 
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information was received regarding a serious bed ridden disabled patient needing urgent evacuation from a flooded 
government hospital. The SO heroically waded through chest deep water, innovatively fabricated a floating stretcher and 
safely evacuated the patient to the Gemini and subsequently to an ambulance. 

5. For his persistent acts of bravery alongwith exceptional organizing and leadership skills throughout the entire 
operations and saving 176 precious lives, the SO deserves recognition.

CITATION 

Ankit Kumar, Pradhan Navik (Quarter Armor), 06173-L joined Indian Coast Guard on 28 July 2008. 

2. On 15 August 2018 at about 1500 hours, ship was directed by Coast Guard District Headquarters No.4 (CGDHQ- 
4), Kochi to form a rescue team for flood relief operations in Kerala. Ankit Kumar volunteered to be part of the team 
alongwith other 10 personnel. The team was deployed in Chengannur, the most affected area during the flood. The EP's team 
was tasked to evacuate personnel near BSNL area where more than 50 persons were stranded in their houses. The task was 
made more daunting due to the violent current resulting from the overflowing Pamba River. Also, with no terrain 
intelligence, knowledge of the obstructions and zero visibility in the murky water, the task of reaching the stranded persons 
posed fatal risk of the highest order. Realising the gravity of situation, he volunteered to swim across the flooded area with 
absolute disregard to personal safety. 

3. The EP swam three hundred meters with one end of 20MM rope and tied it on an electric pole near the flooded 
houses. The operations lasted for more than two hours where EP tirelessly carried many elderly persons and young children 
on his back to safety of life raft. Though exhausted, he never paused the rescue efforts and stayed on till the last person was 
saved. His exceptional courage under demanding situation and unfaltering belief in mission resulted in his team rescuing 
more than 50 persons despite extreme weather conditions and danger from uncharted, unknown submerged obstructions. 

4. The valorous courage, selfless commitment and unfaltering resolve of purpose demonstrated by the EP resulted in 
saving lives of more than 50 persons. The bravery and commitment to task displayed by him with complete disregard to 
personal safety is of the highest standards.

4. Now, therefore, taking into consideration the compliance report of the Institution and the advice of UGC, the 
Central Government, in exercise of the powers conferred under Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, hereby extends the deemed 
to be University status of Karunya Institute of Technology & Sciences, Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu from 01.07.2019 to 
24.05.2021 with the following condition: 

i. The Institution deemed to be University shall improve its ranking / grading in National Institutional Rankings 
Framework (NIRF) / National Assessment and Accreditation Council (NAAC). 

ii. The Institution shall improve its performance and academic outcomes on the parameters mentioned in the UGC 
(Institutions Deemed to be Universities) Regulations, 2019. 

5. The all other conditions mentioned in the earlier Notification(s) of this Ministry as well as the Rules / Regulations 
of UGC and other Statutory Councils, issued from time to time, shall continue to be adhered by Karunya Institute of 
Technology & Sciences, Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu.

Grants Commission (UGC) Act, 1956 to declare, on the advice of the UGC, an Institution of higher learning as an Institution 
deemed to be University. 

2. And whereas, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central Government, 
vide Notification No.9-21/2005-U3(A) dated 30.08.2006, on the advice of UGC, had declared MGM Institute of Health 
Sciences, Navi Mumbai consisting of two constituent medical colleges i.e. (i) Mahatma Gandhi Mission's Medical College, 
Navi Mumbai (Maharashtra) and (ii) Mahatma Gandhi Mission's Medical College. Aurangabad (Maharashtra) as an 
Institution deemed to be University for a provisional period of five years. 

3. And whereas, the functioning of MGM Institute of Health Sciences, Navi Mumbai, Maharashtra was reviewed by 
the UGC with the help of its Expert Committee during 27-29th September, 2017. Taking into consideration the advice of 
UGC on the review report of its Expert Committee, in exercise of the powers conferred under Section 3 of the UGC Act, 
1956, the Central Government, vide Notification No.9-21/2005-U3(A)Pt.l dated 8th June, 2018, extended the deemed to be 
University status of MGM Institute of Health Sciences, Navi Mumbai, Maharashtra from 30.08.2011 to 30.06.2019 with the 
following condition: 

i. The Sponsoring Trust shall legally transfer the entire moveable and immoveable assets in the name of the 
deemed to be University. 

ii. The Institution deemed to be University shall improve its performance through its ranking in National 
Institutional Ranking Framework (NIRF). 

iii. The Institution shall submit compliance report in respect of the suggestions given by the UGC Expert 
Committee. 

4. And further whereas, UGC, after examining the compliance report of the Institution, informed that the Institution 
has partially complied with the conditions of this Ministry’s Notification dated 8th June, 2018. 
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5. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred under Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central 
Government, on the advice of the UGC, hereby extends the deemed to be University status of MGM Institute of Health 
Sciences, Navi Mumbai, Maharashtra from 01.07.2019 to 30.06.2020 with the following conditions: 

i. The Institution will comply with the conditions of the Notification(s) and will submit compliance report within 
three months from the issuance of this Notification. 

ii. The Institution deemed to be University shall improve its ranking / grading in National Institutional Rankings 
Framework (NIRF) / National Assessment and Accreditation Council (NAAC). 

iii. The Institution shall improve its performance and academic outcomes on the parameters mentioned in the UGC

No. F.10-6/2016-U3(A)—Whereas, the Central Government is empowered under Section 3 of the University Grants 
Commission (UGC) Act, 1956 to declare, on the advice of the UGC, an Institution of higher learning as deemed to be 
University. 

2. And whereas, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central Government, 
vide Notification No.9-3/2007-U3(A) dated 21.10.2008, on the advice of UGC, had declared Manav Rachna International 
University, Faridabad, Haryana consisting of Career Institute of Technology & Management as an Institution deemed to be 
University, for a provisional period of five years. Further, as per direction of Hon’ble Supreme Court, the Central 
Government changed the name of “Manav Rachna International University”, Faridabad, Haryana to “Manav Rachna 
International Institute of Research & Studies”, vide Notification No.9-3/2007-U3(A) dated 11 th January, 2018. 

3. And whereas, in exercise of the powers conferred under Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central 
Government, on the advice of the UGC, extended the deemed to be University status to Manav Rachna International Institute 
of Research & Studies, Faridabad, Haryana from 21.10.2013 onwards with certain conditions. 

4. And whereas, the Deemed to be University submitted an application on 30.08.2016 for inclusion of Manav 
Rachna Dental College, Faridabad under its ambit. The application was forwarded to UGC for examination and advice in 
accordance with the UGC (Institutions Deemed to be Universities) Regulations, 2016. 

5. And whereas, UGC examined the application with the help of its Expert Committee consisting of a nominee of 
Dental Council of India. The Committee unanimously recommended inclusion of Manav Rachna Dental College, Faridabad 
under the ambit of Manav Rachna International Institute of Research & Studies, Faridabad, Haryana. The Commission 
considered and approved the report of its Expert Committee in 536 th meeting held on 14.11.2018. 

6. And further whereas, UGC, vide its letter No.22-1/2017 (CPP-I/DU) dated 4 th April, 2019 has informed that the 
entire moveable, immoveable assets and liabilities of Manav Rachna Dental College, Faridabad has been transferred in the 
name of Manav Rachna International Institute of Research & Studies, Faridabad, Haryana. 

7. And whereas, taking into consideration the enforcement of Model Code of Conduct, the matter was referred to the 
Election Commission of India (ECI) for their concurrence /approval. Election Commission of India conveyed its NOC 
subject to the following conditions: 

i. Absolutely no publicity in this regard in electronic, print, radio, internet or any other media, in any form 
whatsoever. 

ii. No political functionary shall make any reference in this regard during any public speech or communication to 
the press or public. 

iii. These restrictions on publicity will be applicable to the Central Government as well as the State Governments 
concerned. 

iv. The relevant provisions of Model Code of Conduct issued by the Commission shall be strictly followed. 

8. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central Government, 
on the advice of the UGC, hereby accord its approval for inclusion of Manav Rachna Dental College, Faridabad under the 
ambit of Manav Rachna International Institute of Research & Studies (Deemed to be University), Faridabad, Haryana as 
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Constituent Institutions with effect from the date of disaffiliation from its affiliating University i.e. Pt. B. D. Sharma 
University of Health Sciences, Rohtak, Haryana. 

9. The permission given in Para 8 above is further subject to the following conditions: 

i. The Institution deemed to be University shall award degrees only to the students enrolled in the institution after 
the disaffiliation of Manav Rachna Dental College, Faridabad from its affiliating university i.e. Pt. B. D. 
Sharma University of Health Sciences, Rohtak, Haryana. The students enrolled in Manav Rachna Dental 
College, Faridabad prior to its inclusion under the ambit of the Manav Rachna International Institute of 
Research & Studies, Faridabad, Haryana shall receive their degrees from the affiliating University. 

ii. All the earlier conditions that were stipulated in this Ministry’s Notifications shall be adhered to by the Deemed 
to be University. 

iii. The over-all performance of Manav Rachna Dental College, Faridabad shall be monitored by the Commission 
biennially for six years and subsequently as per the provisions of the existing Regulations and whose directions 
on management, academic development and improvement shall be binding on the Constituent Institution. 

iv. There shall be no diversion of assets or funds/revenues of the Institution Deemed-to-be-University/or of its 
Constituent Institutions, without prior permission of the UGC. 

v. Manav Rachna International Institute of Research & Studies, Faridabad, Haryana as well as its Constituent 
Institutions shall not engage or indulge in any activities that are of commercial and profit making in nature. 

vi. The academic programmes offered/to be offered at the Constituent Institutions of the Deemed to be University 
shall conform to the norms and standards prescribed by the UGC and other Statutory Councils concerned. 

vii. The Institution Deemed to be University shall take appropriate steps to commence research programmes as well 
as doctoral and innovative academic programmes at all its constituent units. 

viii. Manav Rachna International Institute of Research & Studies, Faridabad, Haryana shall take all the required 
steps to get all the eligible academic courses/programmes of its Constituent Institutions accredited for valid 
accreditation by the National Assessment and Accreditation Council (NAAC)/ National Board of Accreditation 
(NBA), as the case may be, in terms of the provisions as contained in the UGC (Institutions Deemed to be 
Universities) Regulations, 2016, as amended from time to time. 

ix. All the prescribed norms and procedures of the UGC and other Statutory Councils concerned in the matter of 
admission of students, intake capacity of students, renewal of approval to the academic course / programme, 
revision of intake capacity of students, starting of new courses / programmes, etc. shall continue to be in force, 
and shall be adhered to by Manav Rachna International Institute of Research & Studies, Faridabad, Haryana and 
its Constituent Institutions. 

x. As and when necessary, Manav Rachna International Institute of Research & Studies, Faridabad, Haryana shall 
update or revise or modify its Memorandum of Association (MoA) / Rules in accordance with the UGC 
(Institutions Deemed to be Universities) Regulations, 2016, as amended from time to time. 

xi. Manav Rachna International Institute of Research & Studies, Faridabad, Haryana shall adhere to the instructions 
of the UGC as contained in the UGC (Institutions Deemed to be Universities) Regulations, 2019.
